The  Sabbath. 

The  current  of  mislem  thoufjht  is 
in  the  lUrectioQ  of  a  UxMer  observance 
of  Sun<)ay.  In  cities  like  Chicago  and 
ClncTnuati  it  has  become  a  dajr  of .  re¬ 
laxation  and  iliversiou,  rather  than  a 
liar  of  rest.  The  yK.»rs«ecar8  run, 
]>a{jen«  are  delivered,  theatres  and 
other  placee  of  aiuusenient  are  open 
excui>ious  flourish,  ineat-shojis,  gro¬ 
cer}' stores,  I  nirber  shops  aiul  the  sa 
luiiiis  carr}’  on  ihc-ir  business  at  least 
part  of  the  <lay.  I'lioii  the  continent 
of  K<iio|ie  it  is  n<<t  unusuid  to  rtee 
biiililiiig  o|»eratioiis  prosecute<l  with 
us  n/uch  energy  as  ujuiu  other  days. 
.\  blight  show  of  necessity  and  the  Sab 
bath  is  uitole  a  day  of  toib 

It  is  worth  while  for  the  great  luasa 
of  the  people  to  think  over  this  matter, 
U-fore  it  is  carrieil  into  politics  and 
while  it  can  l»e  oonsidere<l  <li8j»a8siou 
atfcly.  Is  it  wise  tu  make  the  Sabbath 
a  ilay  of  diversioi^  ? 

Workiuguieai  lalior  hard  six  days  in 
the  week.  For  h^th,  IsKlily  strength, 
mental  refreshment,  a  day  of  rest  is 
nece.ssaiy'.  Excursions,  ami  other  out 
«loor  umusemeuts,  only  set  the  body 
in  motion  in  a  new  direction,  they  do 
not  give  zest.  To  make  Sunday  a  gen 
eral  holhluy  is  to  juoiiiote  distui  bances 
of  the  jieace,  to  prevent  mental  growth, 
or  bcslily  rest  and  to  increase  the 
*  numlier  of  those  who  must  lalxir,  and 
after  all,  this  is  the  most  serious  ob¬ 
jection  to  making  Sunday  a  holiday. 
If  excui-sion  boats  run,  engineei-s,  fire¬ 
men  and  deck  bauds  must  work.  The 
same  is  true  of  horse-cars,  steam  cars, 
theatres,  uewspaiHjr  offices,  and  the 
thousand  and-oue  trades  which  must 
contribute  to  the  geueial  diversion. 
More  than  this,  it  necessarily  follows, 
that  if  men  may  work  to  give  recrea¬ 
tion,  they  may  also  work  in  factories 
or  at  their  trmles  when  occasion  re¬ 
quires.  Indeed,  it  has  already  come 
‘  to  pass  that  the  repairing  in  factories 
is  lai  gely  done  upon  the  Sabbath,  and 
this  by  men  who  have  already  worked 
during  the  entire  week. 

A  further  step  is  not  far  off.  If 
men  //u/y  work  uj»on  the  Sabbath,  the 
time  will  not  be  distant  when  they 
9/tUitt  work  or  starve.  Competition  is 
given  as  the  reason  for  retlucing  the 
wages  of  seamsti’esses  to  the  starva¬ 
tion  hmit  by  the  men  who  employ 
them.  If  one  factory  works  seven 
days  in  the  weeks,  others^must  follow 
or  fail  in  the  competition.  If  one 
boss  cai-iienter  employs  his  men  upon 
the  Sabbath,  he  has  an  advantage  over 
his  neighbor  in  the  quickness  with 
which  he  can  execute  his  contracts. 
If  one  theati’e  is  ojien  every  night 
others  must  follow  or  see  their  pa- 
.  irons  leave  them.  Newspaper  compe¬ 
tition  has  secureil  a  general  Sunday 
newspai)er.  Every  other  trade  will  be 
compelled  to  succumb  to  the  unfailing 
law  of  commerce,  that  what  one  does 
all  must  dp. 

Not  too  early,  do  we  call  attention 
to  this  important  matter.  It  is  not 
.  a  question  of  parlies.  The  iieople  are 
not  jx>hticians.  They  h^ve  no  great 
stake  in  the  success  of  either  party 
except  as  they  rei)re8ent  vital  princi¬ 
ples — and  this  principle  is  vital.  There 
was  a  time  in  the  anti  slavery’  discus¬ 
sion  where  Abraham  Lincoln,  staudiuj 
up  before  an  audience  in  Dhnois,  de- 
elareil  that  the  States  of  the  Union 
must  become  all  slave  or  all  free. 

There  may  come  a  time  in  America, 
when  the  j)eople  must  decide  whether 
the  Sabbath  shall  be  a  day  of  rest,  or 
a  day  of  toil.  It  is  useless  to  call 
names — to  say  that  a  day  of  rest  is  a 
“puritanical”  Sunday.  F acta  are  more 
important  than  names.  The  question 
is,  Shall  men  work  or  shall  they  rest 
uiHin  the  Sabbath? 


Now  Then ! 

The  Fii-st  Assembly  Omvehtion

The  republicans 
of  Essex  County  and  the  First  Assem¬ 
bly’  District  may  well  feel  proud  ofj 
their  work  in  the  selection  of  delegates 
this  year.  Not  within  the  memory  of 
living  voters  has  a  more  unexception¬ 
able  ticket  been  nominatetl,  and  we 
doubt  if  many  remember  as  good  a 
one.  Tlie  ticket  as  a  whole  seems  al- 
■  most  ideally  perfect  It  is  doubtful  if 
another  four  men  could  be  selecteil  in 
Essex  County,  of  more  unblemished 
ceaS-aeter  in  private  life,  or  more  fitted 
by  previpus  training  in  public  life,  to 
perform  the  duties  of  the  respective 
offices  for  which  they  have  been  nom¬ 
inated. 

Now  then  let  every’  republican  sus¬ 
tain  by  his  vote  and  influence,  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  party  represeutatn’es ;  let 
the  independent  voters  whose  creetl  is 
“  candidates  not  parties”  show  the 
mettle  that  is  in  them,  and  prove  that 


thev  suljserve  iMime  useful  purjjoi^  in 
the  ci'mmunity,  by  (msUuniug  tb<»e 
leailers  uf  the  repubbcan  i>arty  who 
have  IumI  the  wisdom  and  the  nerve  to 
nominate  a  ticket  as  g<xid  as  human 
nature  allows ;  and  let  those  of  all  par¬ 
ties,  who  believe  that  their  opinions 
are  mors  likely  to  receive  atUntiou, 
and  their  rights  to  be  rwj^iecte«l  by  uj> 
right  aud  reaaonable  men,  than  bv 
pohtical  cranks  who  agitate  but  ue\er 
settle,  and  ilemag*  >gues  who  are  all
